London, March 4.—The Mexican 
situation and Sir Edward Gray's pro- 
nouncement of the views of the Brit- 
ish government in regard to the in- 
vestigation into the death of William 
S. Benton are the subjects ofvmuch 
comment in today's newspapers. The 
rail Mall Gazette says: 


"The 
temperature and restrained 


language in which Sir'Edward Gray 
referred to the Mexican murder will 
have the approval of all English men. 
I's moderation, however, will not dis- 
guise the depths of their feeling. 
"Patience marks every concession 
to Sir Edward Gray's difficulty, but 
if there is any danger of that patience 
bein E; 
mistaken 
for indifference it 
woufd introduce an element of grave 
disadvantage into international poli- 
tics 
United States Must Act. 
"Every reason of moral and inter- 


national" right requires of the United 
States that the punishment of Ben- 
tons' murderers shall be undertaken 
without delay. 
At the present mo- 
ment civilization stands flouted and 
Great Britain outraged. The applica- 
tion of the Monroe Doctrine is par- 
alyzed and mocked." 
The Globe says: "Sir Ed ward Gray 
said much to emphasize the gravity of 
recent events and very little to re- 
lieve the disquietude 
which 
those 
events have inevitably provoked. The 
public opinion in this country, how- 
ever sympathetic to the United States, 
will not make consideration for the 
embarrassment of President Wilson 
an adequate excuse for acquiescing in 
such deeds as those of which Poncho 
Villa with the approval of Venustiano 
Carranza has been guilty. 


Wilson's Policy Responsible. 
"If President Wilson cannot be held 
responsible for the behaviour of the 
Mexican insurrectionists his policy is 
directly responsible for' tha state of 
tilings which has led to intolerable 
excess. What the United States has 
done is not merely to allow civil war 
to persist, but to foment it by allow- 
ing arms and ammunition to be sup- 
i:lfed to the belligerents. 


"The 
United States is bound 
to 


exert that predominate and exclusive 
influence "which it claims for putting 
an end to things which have become 
a danger, not merely to the United 
States" itself, but 
to 
the 
civilized 
world." 
The Westminster Gazette and the 


lOvening Standard agreed with Sir Ed- 
ward Gray, that the only policy is to 
siv.-ait and. secure reparation .. .which 
circums'latiCes' permit it. 


Blame United States. 
London, 
March 
4.—The 
Daily 
Chronicle in its- editorial comment to- 
day on the Mexican situation says: 
"In a sense the United States has 
more responsibility in Benton's mur- 
der than Sir 
Edward 
Grey stated. 
Villa, his murderer, obtained practi- 
cally all his arms and supplies from 
across the American border because 
•he United States deliberately rais_ed 
in 
his favor 
an embargo otherwise 
imposed 
by international law. 
He 


was able to keep the 
rebellion on 
foot partly for this reason, but chief- 
ly because the United States forbade 
Europea.n lenders to advance Huerta 
money to crush him. 
"If this policy oE the' United States 
did not exist Benton probably would 
stjll be alive 
and if he were not 
England would be in a position to get 
redress 
from the regular . Mexican 
government. Thus, it is really the 
United States which stands between 
England 
and redress. 
Though 
we 
may be philo-American enough not to 
say so officially, other powers in a 
like case might not be. The United 
States in short 
can hardly find a 
resting place. 
Her 
policies 
must 
either go forward with the assump- 
tion of more responsibilities or back- 
ward with -the abandonment of some, 
if not all which it has now assumed." 
Commends Caution. 
The Daily-News concludes its'edi- 
torial by 
commending Sir Edward 
Gray's cautions. • "It 
is - irritating, 
the News says, "that a scoundrel 
should be able to-murder a British 
subject with impunity, but our anger 
should not drive iis- into daagerqus 
courses. Sir Edward Gray's policy 
may seem for the moment barren, but 
no other policy is practicable," 
.The Daily Express says: 
"We re- 
gret the rather humiliating confession 
of impotence and we think -that Sir 
Edward Gray's 
langruage is not too 
aptly chosen; but the sense of his 
statement is in accord with 
public 
sentiment and is on the whole satis- 
factory. The next move clearly lies 
with President Wilson. He has .one of 
those opportunities that 
do not re- 


cur."

JAMES PLEW HANGS 


AT HARTFORD TODAY 


Man Who Plotted With Bessie Wake- 


field to Kill Husband Will Pay 


Death Penalty.

Hartford, 
Conn., March 4.—James 
?lew, companion 
of Bessie 
Wake- 
leld, the woman who "never had a 
chance," convicted with her of mur- 
dering,:her husband, William Wake- 
ield, last June, today was hanged in 
the "death yard" at Westerfield State 
prison.. Plew and Mrs. Wakefleld both 
were sentenced on November 5, to die 
on" the gallows, following Plew's ad- 
mission that he planned the murder 
and aided the woman, who is but 24, 
carrying it out. Judge L. F. Burpee 
mssed sentence. 
Immediately after the woman was 
sentenced to be hanged a statewide 
flght was begun to save her from the 
gallows. The fight soon became na- 
:ion-wide, but Governor Baldwin de- 
clared 
he could 
not commute the 
sentence to life imprisonment. It was 
argued that Connecticut has not taken 
;he life of a woman by hanging for 
core than 100 years; that Plew exert- 
ed an almost supernatural influence 
over the woman, who had been mal- 
.reated by her husband both before 
and after their marriage. She has two 
children living, a boy six years old and 
a girl of 4. Shortly - after the court 
ordered both Plew and Mrs. Wakefleld 
,o be hanged on March 4, the wom- 
an's lawyer: secured a reprieve for her 
until the-court meets later this month 
o receive: the complete printed rec; 
ords of the case.

WILL REACH FARMERS 
WITH FAIR EXHIBITS 


Seek to Have Farmers Join League 


for Distribution of Products 


and Mutual Aid.

Washington, March 4.—The county in a sun-emum. tuuay ua »aiu; i am 
fair, where the red Hereford bull f<B candidate for the 
United States 
flaunts a blue ribbon and the prize 
pumpkin and the trotting race are ri 
vals for attention, has been seized up- 
on by the Department of Agriculture 
as one of the most direct methods of 
reaching the farmer. Dr. W. J. Spill- 
man, in charge of the office on farm 
management, is organizing a l^rge 
force of "demonstrators" to attend the 
fairs next fall and give free demon- 
strations in' everything from making 
a glass of crabapple jelly to building 
a barn. 
County agents now in the field have 
done much to aid thousands of farm- 
ers in the way of organization and 
individual effort, but their chief diffi- 
culty so far has Been to convince the 
soil tillers that the government so 
far has been not merely "meddling," 
and that scientists can do every day 
things better because they get at it 
scientifically. 
• 
' ' 
Transportation and corporation are 
held by Dr. .Spillman to be the two 
keys to the rural situation today and 
with this in view he never misses an 
opportunity 
to urge the use of the 
Parcel Post and organization of pro- 
ducers' and consumers' -leagues.' Fur- 
thermore he believies that great evils 
come from overplanting one year and 
underplanting the •next, and that a 
better understanding with the con- 
sumer will remedy this, 
"In the year 1901 the potato crop 
was very small and the price was 
correspondingly high," said he .illus- 
trating this point. ("This led to over- 
planting the next'year and the crop 
was so large that jthe price was the 
lowest in 14 years. .This caused under- 
planting in 1903 which again brought 
on an abnormally large crop the year 
following, and so it: still goes on. The 
farmer is confronted with the difficulty 
that he does not know who wants his 
produce.' If he sends it to the city 
customer he is afraid he will not get 
his pay for it. 
Q4i the other hand 
the consumer in the city is afraid to 
order directly 
from the farmer for 
fear he will not get what he orders. 
"The remedy for this is Qie organ- 
ization of a producers' and consumers' 
league. Farmers who join such a 
league should be made to give a small 
bond that their supply shall be as 
represented and the city consumer 
must give similar "assurance that he 
will pay for what he gets. If 100 or 
more 
families 
bought the principal 
portion of tiu.ir supplies in this man- 
ner the 
expense 
of maintaining a 
central office would be reasonable and 
the advantages would be manifold." 
With 190,000 square miles cleared of 
the "Texas fever' tick," so fatal'to 
cattle not immunized, Dr. A. D. Mel- 
vto, chief of the bureau of animal in- 
dustry, believes that the fight can be 
continued until every disease carry- 
ing tick of this species in the United 
States succumbs. .To this end he ex- 
pects eongor.ess ..to. appropriate $350,000 
in addition to $50;000 for the purpose 
of encouraging the raising of blooded 
cattle in the eleaned-up- .area. It is 
also the aim of the Department of 
Agriculture to have the present laws 
amended so that it will be necessary 
to clear cattle of the ticks by dipping 
them in an arsenical preparation be- 
fore shipping them to the Northern 
markets. Originally the tick was found 
in ten of the largest states below the 
heavy frost line but it is gradually 
losing ground before the advance of 
science. 
"As we elminate a territory of ticks 
we ha-ve to be doubly careful to guard 
that territory." said Dr. Melvin in 
support . of his 
plan for killing the 
ticks before shipping cattle. "In case 
of a.ccident to cattle en route, by the 
breaking down of trains or something 
of that sort the ticks might get out 
and 
re-invest a cleared area. Then 
there is always the danger of ticks 
beip.g blown out of the cars, etc." 
The $50,000 sought by Dr. Melvin is 
to ha used in increasing the amount 
of live stock and improving its breed 
in areas 'where animal industry and 
dairving have not 
been extensively 
carried on because of the Dresence of 
ticks. Special attention will be given 
to those districts in Mississippi and 
Louisiana and similar sections where 
the presence of the boll wevil has 
made cotton raising a precarious in- 
dustry.

STARTS MOVEMENT FOR 


LITTLE COUNTRY,SHOW-S.

Fargo, N. D., March 5.—"The Little 
Country Theatre", an idea originated 
)y the North Dakota 
Agricultural 
College today started a movement in 
the Northwest which is expected to 
sweep 
the 
entire 
country. 
The 
theatre, designed in the agricultural 
college is in every way a miniature of 
the regular theatre but .is so con- 
structed that it is readily adapted to 
any size hall. 
The idea of the "little theatre" is, 
:o bring amateur 
theatricals 
into 
'arm homes,, country schools, village 
lalls and such places. The simplicity 
of the stage settings are such that 
liey can be cheaply constructed from 
the plans made up at the local 
college. The plan is more readily 
adapted to one-act playets.

FOR A YEAR'S TIME; 


SUCCESS UNDECIDED 


Democratic 
Administration Year Old 


Today—Pass Two Prominent Re- 


Form Bills,'Currency and 


Tariff. 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE.] 


Washington, March 4.—The Demo- 
cratic administration of Woodrow Wil- 
son was one year old today. For ab- 
solute deflnace of ancient institutions 
and precedents It has eclipsed that of 
any other chief executive since the 
early days of the republic. The two 
big things in legislative achievement 
were the tariff 
and -currency bills. 
Both are still under fire and their 
success cannot positively be detei;- 
mined within another year. 
Demo- 
crats say they are bringing about a 
condition of prosperity in this coun- 
try which directly benefits the wage 
earner and small business men rather 
than the stockholders in the big cor- 
porations. Republicans dispute this 
and say that the day of the soup house 
is at hand. 


But these arc matters of history. It 
has been rather in the lighter way that 
President Wilson has attracted atten- 
tion. The first thing he did after sub- 
scribing- to the oath of office, was to 
tiand a real wallop to "society" as it 
is represented in Washington. An- 
nouncement was made that the demo- 
cratic simplicity was, to be the rule. 
Instead of gold laced military aides 
to trail his^ every step and luterpose 
their bulk between the president and 
the common people a civilian garbed 
physician and a husky, blonde, well 
dressed secret service man lolled 
about and the president saw whom- 
ever his fancy dictated, untramelled 
bv rigid, rules and red tape. The office 
of his secretary was thrown open to 
the public generally and the presi- 
dent would emerge from his private 
office frequently to mingle with the 
populace and transact business on the 
jump. 


When congress assembled it got a 
real jolt. Instead of receiving a 
ponderous document from the hands of" 
a clerk which would be" read in a sing- 
song 
tone that meant nothing, the 
president delivered his first, and all 
subsequent messages in person, mak- 
ing his telling points with all the em- 
phasis of the trained platform orator 
with the result that, while the first 
message was listened to in silence, his 
last, the trust document, 'was punctu- 
ated by real applause from friends 
and foes. And .the president's room, 
in 
the capitol 
buifcing—an ornate 
chamber reserved in the past for oc- 
cupancy on one day a session only— 
lias been frequently used. Instead of 
sending for the members the presi- 
det went to them with the result that 
patronage muddles have been cleared . 
up with unheard of expedition. 
Instead of secluding himself from 
the newspaper correspondents grant- 
ing audiences only to the "cuckoo" 
representatives who reflected adminis- 
tration views the president has grant- 
ed open audiences to all property ac- 
credited 
newspaper correspondents 
twice weekly. He has withstood a fire 
of questions, often hostile,^ regarding 
politics, and has answered even more 
frankly than might have been expect- 
ed, the only limitation being the an- 
cient prohibition that the president 
must never be quoted directly.

Th e 
democratic 
administration 
bumped into the Japanese question 
early in the summer, and that, too, is 
still pending. Likewise the Panama 
tolls controversy with Great Britain 
and 
the demands of Columbia for 
the settlement of claims arising out 
of the secession ofr Panama. 
The 
McReynolds-Wilson-Caminettl 
incident popped up to embarrass the 
democratic officials. President Wilson 
issued statements backing up his 
cabinet officers in their protestations 
that there had been no attempt to 
sidertack the "white slave" trials be- 
cause of Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion Caminetti's Influence here. 
Twice during the past year the 
president sidestepped the woman suf- 
frage question, declaring both times 
that as leader of the party, he could 
not initiate

An average temperature of atout 
70 degrees F during the growing sea- 
son will usually give the best results 
in sugar content of the beets. Spring 
weather has much to do with'the suc- 
cess or Jailure ol a sugar bee,t crop. 
A late spring breeze following a fav- 
orable period for planting will fre- 
quently destroy 
younff 
plants. 
A 
well-draineii soil rich in humus will 
tend to offset this to some extent. 
Cool nights and moderately warm 
days'in the latter p'art ol summer and 
in the fall are most favorable for the 
storage of sugar in the beets. The 
great danger from extreme cold In 
the fall- is that the Beets may 
be 
frozen in the ground. This sometimes 
occurs and causes considerable loss 
to ;the grower. Every grower should 
aim to get his beets out and,7 if neces- 
sary; sil'oied; before freezing .weather 
sets 
in. • If the 
roots'1 themselves 
freeze, no great amount 
of damage 
will result, provided they remain trofi 
en until they are worked through the 
mill, but if they • alternately 
freeze 
and thaw; they will soon blacken; ie- 
cay, and become worthless for sug 
ar-making purposes. 
The by-pro'ducts •• of the 
beet field 
and sugar mill .if 
properly 
handled, 
may form a. valuable asset to lue beet 
grower. Many farmers sell the beet 
tops for a cash price, ranging from 
$2.!50 :to $5 per acre. If a farmer does 
this, he .is the loser. The .tops are of 
greater value to him as a stock food, 
and- besides if he allows the tops to 
leave his,farm he loses their value 
as a manure. 
.The most 
economical way is to 
gather the tops into piles soon after 
they wilt.. . After they have cur<=d in 
the piles .they should be hauled to the 
feed yards where they should be fed 
in 
properly 
constructed 
racks 
to 
avoid waste. The manure resulting 
trom this feeding I should be hauled 
to the field, spreafl evenly, and plow 
ed tinder.. If the tops were free fr.om 
disease, the manure can be profitably 
applied to the ground to be used for 
the next crops of beets. However, if 
any disease, especially 
leaf-soot 
or 
crown- rot. was 'noticeable on the beet 
leaves and crowns, the manure should 
b'e used only on the ground that is 
not to be put into beets for two years 
or more; or, better, the wilted tops 
should be put into the silo, wbere all 
leaf-spot spores wil be killed. 
Another by-product -of the 
sugar 
ieet which makes excellent ' stock 
food, is the beet pulp. This is tbej 
refuse that remains 
after the beet 
roots, have been sliced and the sugar 
extracted. As a stock food 
it may 


ye used as green pulp or it may.be 
dried. The pulp is prepared for._lne 
drier by having the 
excess water 
nressed out, after 
which- it is sub- 
iected either to direct heat or steam 
b«at until it is aparently dry. It may 
be rlripfl bjf 
itself or it may Have 
molasses ..or other material mixed 
with it to improve its feeding value. 
The pulp either ' green or 
'dried, 
however 
is!not a balanced ration, 
and should be'fed with otlrer materi.il' 
furnishing protein. The dried

will keep almost indefinitely i'f stored

Everything is high taxes just at 


present. The Evening Wisconsin dis- 
cusses the governor on high taxes 
and says: 


"It is to be hoped that Governor. 


McGovern is right in his .asferiion 
that taxes are now as high as, they 
ever will be in Wisconsin. But the 
governor hardly is likely to be ac- 
cepted as reliable authority when he 
makes a statement of this sort. The 
fact is the governor is at the head of 
an administration whose policy has 
raised a whirlwind of opposition, and 
he is trying to talk the whirlwind 
down. 


"The fact is also that the governor 


is a very smooth talker and a dialec- 
tician of the kind who could divide a 
hair 'twist north and northwest side. 
He showed his casuistry when at the 
same time h.e was supporting the Bull 
Jloose part}- and running as the re- 
publican candidate for the governor- 
ship.

"That the governor is not to be* im- 


plicitly relied upon when he asserts 
that taxes never will be higher is de- 
ducible from the fact that they would 
have been higher this winter than 
they were but for the fact that the 
governor and his cabinet decided to 
hold back 
certain 
appropriations 


which had been made by the legisla- 
ture, but on which it was possible 'at 
a pinch' to defer payments till next 
year by delaying the letting of con- 
tracts.

ASKS FOR A REPORT- 


ON MUNICIPAL COURT 


State Investigating Committee Would 


Standardize Municipal Court 


Procedure. 


For the .purpose of making uniform 
the 
municipal 
court 
procedure 
through out, the state a joint commit- 
tee was appointed b'y the last legisla- 
ture to investigate into the system 
of courts in the state of Wisconsin 
and Judge Harry L. Maxfield has re- 
ceived instructions from Oliver Run- 
dell of Monroe, appointed^ clerk of the 
committee, to report the number of 
cases that' have been brought before 
the ^municipal . court • ,of--Janesville;, 
and the number that have been ap- 
pealed to higher courts. 
The present court system in Wis- 
consin is said to be in a very con- 
fused condition sia the different courts 
created under different acts of the 
legislature and; all have various -juris- 
distipns over 5 criminal cases. The 
municipal court cacts also empower 


were only twenty-eight arrests made, 
fourteen of which were taken 
into 
court and fourteen released from the 
chief', of police's office. 
All but, one 
of the' arrests: were made for drunk- 
enness and the other for burglary. 
The. municipal court record shows 
flie; smallest number of cases 
that 
have 'been brought before this court 
for 'some time. The total fines, fees

City magazine, mere is an interesting 
proposition set torth Uy HJ. J. Batten 
He proposes to remcorporate
